Boys'  Summary 

This  season's  success  will  not  be  meas- 
ured in  terms  of  wins  and  losses  but,  rath- 
er, in  individual  performances  and  suc- 
cesses. With  a  significant  number  of  new 
faces  it  was  obvious  it  would  take  a  while 
for  people  to  learn  new  things  and  be  com- 
fortable in  a  new  sport.  Considerable  pro- 
gress was  made  by  the  end  of  the  season  as 
the  team  went  out  finishing  ninth  place  at 
Western  Mass.,  their  highest  finish  in  a 
number  of  years.  Bob  O'Dell's  56  points  led 
the  team  in  scoring  for  the  season.  He  was 
one  of  the  top  sprinters  in  Berkshire  Coun- 
ty doubling  in  the  100m  and  the  200m.  Fin- 
ishing third  in  the  100m  the  Berkshire  In- 
dividulas  Meet  set  the  stage  for  what  was 
truly  the  most  memorable  performance  in 
recent  years.  Bob  shocked  the  field  by  win- 
ning the  100m  at  Western  Mass.  in  11.6 
seconds,  the  first  Drury  athlete  to  win  an 
individual  championship  there  since  1992. 

Scott  Allard  showed  his  versatility  and 
his  range  as  a  multi-talented  athlete  again 
this  season  as  he  participated  in  eight  dif- 
ferent events  throughout  the  season.  He 
finished  second  on  the  team  in  scoring  with 
46V2  points.  His  strengths  were  in  the 


throws  (shot  put,  discus).  He  also  ran  the 
sprints.  He  was  named  to  the  All-League 
team  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  He 
topped  it  off  by  finishing  sixth  at  Western 
Mass.  in  the  discus.  Other  seniors  were  Pe- 
te Jette  (shot  put,  javelin),  Greg  Caproni 
(sprints,  longjump,  4x100  relay)  and  Mike 
Marlow  (800,  4x800  relay). 

Kevin  Davis  made  an  impact  in  his  first 
year  on  the  team.  He  ran  with  the  4x100 


relay  team  and  high  jumped.  But,  his  spe- 
cialty was  the  javelin,  where  he  earned 
sixth  place  honors  at  Western  Mass. 

Other  important  contributors  were 
Christian  Breen  ( pole  vault,  400,  4x400  re- 
lay), Karl  Mirke  (400,  800,  longjump.  tri- 
ple jump,  discus),  Joe  Williamson  (pole 
vault!  and  Karl  Dugal  ( hurdles,  shot  put, 
discus,  javelin).
